REPORT   OF   MESSRS.   JOHN   TAYLO-R   &   SONS.

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Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  witli  your  request  tliut  we  should  furnish  you  with  a  detailed  Report  on  the  prosjjects 
of  the  Mineral  Hill  Mines,  situated  in  jVevada,  from  actual  inspection  through  our  firm,  we  have  now  the 
pleasure  to  inform  you  that  our  Mr.  John  Taylor,  Jun.,  ])roceeded  on  the  18th  March,  1871,  to  Nevada,  U.S  , 
and  after  a  most  minute  examination  of  the  properties,  and  after  plans  and  sections  had  been  prepared  under 
his  immediate  order,  we  are  enabled  to  a})i)end  his  Report  as  follows : —

Dear  Sirs, 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  visited  the  Mineral  Hill  Mining  District,  Nevada, 
and  now  beg  to  forward  you  my  Report  upon  the  [Mines  at  present  worked  there  by  the  Mineral  Hdl 
Mining  Company  of  California. 

Tiie  property  consists  of  41    mines,  locations,  claims,  or  sites,  of  various  extent,  covering  1,500 

.     feet  in  length  by  -100  feet  in  width. 

The  counti-y  rock,  in  whicli  the  deposits  of  Silver  Ore  are  embedded,  is  carboniferous,  or  mountain 

limestone,  overlying  beds  of  shale. 

I  am  enabled  to  make  the  statements  and  give  the  opinions  which  follow— First,  from  personal 
insi)ection  of  the  Mine,  and  testing  the  value  of  the  ores  found  there ;  and,  second,  from  careful 
investigation  of  the  results  obtained  in  reducing  the  produce  by  the  "  Mineral   Hill   [Milling  Company  " 

durinii-  the  last  six  months. 

The  position  of  the  various  Mines  and  the  size  and  nature  of  the  workings  is  very  clearly  shown 

on  the  jdans  and  sections  which  accomi^any  this  Re])ort. 

The  workings  are  being  i)rosecuted  at  fifteen  difierent  points  on  the  property,  witli  uniform 
success,  and  ore  has  been  exposed  to  view  almost  continuously  for  a  thousand  feet  in  length.  The  most 
important  workings  at  present  are  the  "  Pokonip,"  ''Silver  Queen,"  "  Vallejo,"  "  Giant,"  "  Rim  Rock," 
"  Live  Yankee,"  and  "  Great  Republic." 

Taking  into  consideration  the  limited  time  during  whicli  the  Mines  have  been  in  operation,  the 
property  having  been  virgin  ground  until  so  recently  as  the  month  of  June,  1809,  when  ore  was  Hrst 
discovered,  the  results  shown  are  of  an  extraordinary  character. 

The  mill  at  which  I  saw  the  ores  worked  is  the  projierty  of  an  independent  Company,  called  the 
"  Mineral  Hill  Milling  Company,"  and  was  erected  during  last  year.  The  ore  is  conveyed  by  them 
from  the  Mines,  and  worked  at  a  fixinl  charge  per  ton. 

The  mill  has  a  battery  of  15  stamps,  and  is  well  found  in  all  the  machinery  and  appliances 
necessary  for  the  treatment  of  ores  of  the  character  met  with  on  the  property. 

The  first  ore  treated  for  the  IMineral  Hill  Mining  Company  was  in  November  last,  and  irTlhat 
and  the  two  following  months,  from  49  days'  working,  650  tons  sent  to  the  mill  yielded  £24,000  worth 

of  silver.  . 

I^rom  the  end  of  January  to  the  time  of  my  visit  to  the  Mines,  the  Milling  Company  were  only 
able,  in  consequ(.'nce  of  the  machinery  being  under  repair,  to  work  the  ores  from  the  Mineral  Hill 
Company's  Mines  during  thirty-five  days.  In  that  short  time  814  tons  of  ore  treated  yielded  silver 
to  the  value  of  .€30,000.  -  ^— 


The  total  cost  of  ininiiig-,  lianling-,  and  milling-  lias  auioimted  to  4'^  j>er  ton  of  ore,  or  tneiity- 
two  jMsr  cent,  upon  the  value  of  the  silver  produced. 

At  this  date  the  piles  of  ore  already  extracted  and  awaiting-  treatment  at  the  mill  are  of  tiie 
value  at  least  of  441,000. 

In  addition,  I  can  safely  place  the  value  of  the  ore  actually  opened  to  view  and  ready  for 
extraction,  at  upwards  of  .€-209,000 ;  and  from  the  appearanee  of  the  deposits  at  all  tlie  dee|)est  jioints, 
there  is  every  jn-obability  that  the  quantity  of  ore  will  be  found  to  afford  an  ample  supply  for  mills  of  a 
largely  increased  number  of  stamps  for  several  years  to  come. 

One  feature  of  the  greatest  importance  is  that  in  all  the  workings,  without  excej)tion,  the  ore 
found  at  the  deej)est  points  is  ecpial  both  in  quantity  and  quality  to  tluit  which  has  been  taken  from 
nearer  the  surface. 

I  enclose  extracts  made  for  me  by  the  Manager  of  the  mill,  giving-  the  quantities  of  ore  taken 
from  the  different  mines,  with  the  assays  of  each.  I  consider  that  these  accounts  are  thoroughly  to  be 
relied  upon  as  correct,  not  only  from  investigation  of  the  Milling  Company's  Books,  but  from  personal 
observation  of  the  oi)erations  at  the  Mine. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  mill,  or  mills,  of  from  40  to  oU  stamj)S,  in  addition  to  the  one  at 
present  working,  be  erected  upon  a  site,  which  is  admirably  adapted  for  it,  on  the  western  slope  of  the 
hill,  and  Mdiich  could  be  completed  in  about  four  months  from  the  date  of  iiivinu'  the  order:  and, 
pending  the  construction  thereof,  I  strongly  advise  the  purchase  of  the  existing  mill,  whicli,  from  what 
I  have  heard,  can,  I  believe,  be  secured  from  the  preseut  owners. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  oi-e  obtained  has  been  worth,  on  an  avei-age,  upwards  oi' £40  per 
ton,  but  in  my  estimate  I  have  only  assumed  the  permanent  average  yield  of  the  ore  at  one-half  the 
above  value,  or  420  i)er  ton. 

^  The  cost  of  mining  and  milling-  has  hitherto  amounted  to  as  much  as  48  per  ton;  but  with' a 

larger  mill,  and  improved  means  of  transporting  the  ore  from  the  Mines  to  the  mill,  this  cost  would  be 
reduced  to  less  than  £Q  j)er  ton. 

Mills  of  55  stamps  would  treat  about  80  tons  j)er  day  for  every  working  day. 

An  ample  suj)ply  of  timber  for  fuel  can  be  obtained  for  all  the  requirements  of  the  works,  at  a 
very  moderate  cost,  as  also  a  sufficient  sup])ly  of  water. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  observe  that  the  results  obtained  from  the  openings  already  made,  the 
large  quantity  of  rich  ore  extracted,  and  the  continued  fine  appearance  of  the  deposits  in  the  deej)er 
workings,  justify  the  belief  which  I  entertain  of  the  very  great  value  of  this  proj)erty.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  questions  regarding  the  best  and  most 
expeditious  method  of  developing  the  property  of  the  Wauba-Yuma 
Mining  Company,  I  will  state : 

The  first  work  should  be  done  on  the  "Pride  of  the  Pines;"  there 
I  would  run  a  tunnel  about  five  feet  wide,  on  the  lode,  which  is  over 
twenty-five  feet  in  width.     In  doing  this,  I  would  be  able  to  get 
paying  ores  from    the    start.     The  expense  of  running  this  tunnel 
would  not  exceed  $15  per  foot,  and  all  the  while  the  ore  extracted 
could  be  accumulated  for  shipment  or  for  reduction.

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  your  request  that  I  should  exam- 
ine the  property  of  your  Company,  situated  in  the  Decatur 
Mining  District,  Conejos  County,  I  respectfully  submit  here- 
with my  report  of  same. 

The  mines  of  this  district  lie  upon  the  general  belt  running 
north-west  from  Elizabethtown,  New  Mexico,  through  Southern 
Colorado.  At  the  Rio  Grande,  in  San  Luis  Valley,  the  range 
breaks,  one  spur  making  north-west  by  west,  and  the  other 
ranging  nearly  north,  forming  the  Sangre  de  Christo  Range,  on 
which  are  located  the  "Sangre  de  Christo,"  *'Mosca,"  ''Cot- 
tonwood" and  ''Rosita"  mines,  carrying  both  gold  and  silver, 
chiefly  the  former.  The  principal  deposit  south  of  the  Rio 
Grande  is  at  the  "Summit,"  where  the  mines  are  of  gold  exclu- 
sively, now  being  largely  and  profitably  worked  by  Livingstone, 
Crook  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  and  others.

It  is  taken  from  the  current 
number  of  tlie  Engineering  and  Min- 
ing Journal  and  is  as  follows: 

This  report  has  just  been  made  t(» 
tlie  Exploration  company,  linjited,  of 
liondon,  and  is  dated  November,  ISJt."). 
"The  following  general  description 
of  the  properties  (►f  the  Anaconda  Cop- 
per Mining  company  will  be  of  inter- 
est to  our  friends  who  have  lately  pur- 
chased, in  conjunction  with  ourselves, 
a  large  number  (»f  shares  of  that  com- 
pany. 

"The  property  was  examined  by  Mr. 
Jimes  I>.  Hague  in  18S1».  by  Mr.  lienry 
C.  Perkins  in  1SJ>(»,  and  by  Mr.  Hague 
and  myself  in  September  and  October 
o'  the  present  year;  the  Anaconda  ac- 
counts have  also  been  examined  from 
time  to  time  by  accountants  selected 
b^'  us;  we  have,  therefore,  (juite  full 
information,  both  past  and  present. 

"Copper  and  Silver  Mines. —  The 
mining  properties  are  of  great  extent 
and  are  situate  in  the  state  of  Mon- 
tana, most  of  them  being  in  or  near 
the  city  of  Butte;  the  most  important 
thus  far  worked  have  been  the  Ana- 
conda, comprising  three  mines,  and 
the  Syndicate  group,  comprising  five 
mines.
